It cannot 
be denied there was a deal of disap- 
pointment in Tonibstone last Friday, 
when the hanging of the Halderman 
brothers, scheduled for that day, was 
postponed through an eight weeks’ re- 
prieve that came from the President 
through the Governor.

and the conduct of the case. Now all 
this has been set aside because of the 
influence of politicians in Texas, more 
than a thousand miles from the scene 
of the tragedy. Another feature pointed 
out is that the Haiderman brothers 
were tried for only one of the murders 
they committed, and there still hangs 
over them an indictment for a capital 

me. The indignation of the popu- 
lace is mainly based upon the fact thet 
in Cochise county in the past sixteen 
years there have been more than forty 
murders, with never a hanging in that 
time.

SNAKE AND VULTURE.’ 


FIGHT FOR LIFE CARRIED ON IN 
MIDAIR. 


{Youth’s Companion:}] When’ the In- 
ternational Boundary Commission re- 
surveyed the territorial lines between 
the United States and Mexico the nat- 
uralists of the y gathered a car- 
joad of natural history specimens. Dr.. 
Mearns, who, with his assistants, col- 
lected nearly 20,000 specimens of birds 
and mammals, tells of a fight in the 
air between a California vulture and a 
rattlesnake, which he saw while ex- 
ploring the Cocopah Mountains of 
Lower California, 

It was in the early morning. The 
big bird had seized the snake behind 
the head and was struggling upward 
with ite writhing, deadly burden. The 
snake's captor appeared aware that its 
victim was dangerous. The burden was 
heavy, as the reptile was nearly five 
feet long. 

The grip of the bird on the snake's 
body was not of the best, e snake 
seemed to be squirming from its cap- 
tor’s talons, at least sufficiently to en- 
able it to strike. Its triangular head 
was seen to recoil and dart at the mass 
of feathers. 

It did this once or twice, and then 
with a shriek the vulture dropped its 
prey. The bird was probably 500 feet 
or so above observers. The astonished 
men were then treated to a spectacle 
seldom seen. Few birds but a vulture 
could accomplish such a feat. 

The instant the snake escaped from 
the bird’s clutches it dropped earth- 
ward like a shot. And like a shot the 
bird dropped after it, catching it in 
midair with a grip that caused ¢cath. 
At any rate, the snake ceased to wrig- 
gie, and the vulture soared away to a 
mountain peak to devour its hard- 
earned meal. : 

That the snake did not bite the yu!- 
ture and cause its death can only te 
explained by the fact that the thick 
feathers probably protected the flesh 
from the reptile’s fangs.

Reconstruction Views of Lincoln and 


Johnson. 

President Lincoln set forth in his 
first inaugural his belief that the Union 
could not be broken by any 
ordinance of secession in one or many 
States. The illegal and rebellious acts 
were regarded as those of assemblages 
of individuals and not of the corporate 
States as such. This was the view com- 
monly adopted in the North at the time. 
But to Lincoln's practical mind it 
seemed, when concrete questions of 
restoration were to be definitely de- 
cided, that this theoretic position re- 
specting the status of the disloyal 
States was “aq merely pernicious ab- 
straction,” which he ‘purposely re- 
frained from discussion.” Still the steps 
which he had taken before his death 
toward the reinstatement of the disor- 
ganized States of Arkansas and Louls- 
iana were in apparent harmony with 
the prevailing the.i/ tne early years 
of tne aiscussion. - 

It is stated that Andrew Johnson held 
similar views as to the indestructibil- 
ity of the Union, but he reached his 
conclusions by a different line of rea- 
soning, and supported them in so in- 
temperate and overbearing a manner 
and with such exaggerated deference 
for Southern State-rights principles 
that he was soon embroiled in an un- 
seemly quarrel with the party which 
had adopted him. As a life-long strict- 
construction 
that the corporate relations of the 
States to the central government had 


hosti 
ceased; that the United States had no 
authority to coerce a State; since the 
rebellious conduct of individuais had 
of certain States of 


necessary 

the United States to the people of 
those States “in securing them in the 
enjoyment of a republican form of gov- 
ernment.” 

When Johnson assumed the reins of 
government he was eager to hasten on 
the work of reconstruction which Lin- 
colin had begun. As Congress would 
not meet until December the executive 
hed for eight months a free hand. By 
midsummer he had appointed provis- 
lonal Governors in all the remaining 
States of the disturbed section, defin- 
ing their: duties and powers much as 
Lincoln had defined those of Johnson 
himself on appointing him military 
Governor Tennessee, and before 
Congress assembled in December State 
governments had been erected under 
the President's proclamation, and Sen- 
ators and Representatives from all the 
States lately in rebellion, except Texas 
and Florida, were ready to demand 
seats in the national legislature. The 
political powers and privileges tn the 
several tes were confined to those

who should take the oath of amnesty, 
but the number of loyal citizens was 
swelled by the granting of special! par- 
dons to many who were excluded from 
a shere in the restoration offered by 
the general amnesty. The conditions 
imposed by the President for the rec- 
ognition of the new State governments 
were ratification by the first State Leg- 
islature of the thirteenth amendment, 
which made sigvery forever illegal in 
the United States, nullification of the 
secession ordinances, and repudiation 
of the war debt. 

STATUS OF SLAVERY AND THE 

FREEDMEN. 

The .emancipation proclamation of 
18628 was a purely military act. It de- 
stroyed slavery only within the dis- 
tricts controlled by the army, und did 
not affect it in the loyal States. Only 
as commander of the milita rorces 
of the nation had the Presi t any 
power over the institutions of the 
States, and that power was strictly 
limited to the regions where the army 
was actually in possession. Some of 
the slave States not affected by the 
proclamation soon commenced a legal 
process of emancipation, but not until 
the adoption of the thirteenth amend- 
ment was any liegal standing given to 
the freedmen. C submitted the 
amendment in , 1865, for the 
action of the States, and by December 
of the same year it had received rati- 
fication by twenty-seven States, eleven 
being slave States and eight of them 
those recently in rebellion. 

Now, at last, slavery wos dead, but 
in dying it bequeathed a ainister leg- 
acy to divide and embroil the estranged 
sections and to delay the restoration of 
brotherly relations—which is, indeed, 
hardly yet complete. A helpless horde 
of contrabands and freedmen began 
early in the war to embarrass the army 
and to gather along the Confederate 
border. Private charity under military 
protection did much to relieve their | 
more pressing needs, ana northern | 
philanthropy at once entered upon the | 
task of educating and civilizing them, 
but it was felt that they had a right- 
ful claim upon the government which 
had given them freedom for some per- 
manent provision for their future. By 
the establishment, In March, 1865, of | 
the freedman's bureau under the War 
Department, the Feders!] government 
recognized its responsibility toward the 
dependent biacke. The bureau was 
given control «f all matters relating to | 
refugees and freedmen, and abandoned 
lands from or within the territory held 
by the army. The act was to remain in 
force for only one year from the close 
of the war. Ags solely upon the 
war powers of the government, it 
would necessarily expire with the ce- 
turn . of ce.

WEIGHTY DISPUTE. 
OBJECTIONS TO CITY SEALER. 


A committee composed of eight di- 
rectors of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association appeared before 
the Council yesterday to protest against 
the ordimance prescribing the duties 
and fixing the compensation of the 
City Sealer of Weights and Measures. 
F. J. Zeehandelaar, secretary of the as- 
sociation, also appeared and _ stated 
briefly the objections which the mer- 
chants have to the ordinance. 

R. L. Craig, president of the associa- 
tion, made a short speech urging the 
repeal of the‘ordinance. He said that 
it was of doubtful benefit to the public 
and imposed an unjust burden on the 
merchants. The ordinance was solely 
designed to protect the whole public, 
and the merchants should not, in his 
opinion, be asked to pay the expense of 
maintaining the office. As a preventive 
of fraud the ordinance was ineffective, 
es the dishonest merchant could 
change lis scales whenever he liked, 
while wholesale merchants who merely 
used their scales to check their freight, 
were obliged to pay a considerable 
sum for inspections. He asked that the 
ordinance be repealed or amended so 
that the merchants did not have to bear 
the. expense of testing weights and 
measures. The matter was referred to 
the Einance Committee. 


Spring-street Tunnel. 
The ordinary pedestrian, walking

NOT AN INCOMPETENT, 


Declares Judge Shaw of Mrs. 
Lulu Shaffner. 


Unfortunate Woman Will ow Fight 
Husband for Her Son. 


The struggle of a little woman to 
maintain her mental competency in 
the eye of the law was the pitiable bus- 
iness that engaged the attention of 
Judge Shaw all day yesterday. | 

Her father, her sister and her broth- 
er-in-law think she needs a guardian. 
She is positive that she does not—so is 
her attorney; so ares many of her 
friends. 


The wholé trouble grew out of her 
desire to get the custody of her six- 
year-old son from her husband, whom 
she accuses of cruelty and with whom 
she refuses to live. 

Such are a few of the bitterest of the 
tfeoubles of Mrs. Lulu M. Shaffner. 
Her husband, Charles Shaffner, wanted 
@ guardian appointed to care for her 
property, alleging that otherwise she 
would lose it at the hands of designing. 
friends. 

He took this step immediately after 
she had n s corpus 
- | against him to get her child. 

e hearing on the husband's peti- 
tion for a guardian was begun on Fri- 
day afternoon, when Dr. Wesley 
Thompson, Coroner of San Bernardino 
county and one of Mrs. Shaffner’s 
brothers-in-lew, testified that he be- 
lieved her incompetent to manage her 
own oaeffairs. Yesterday E. J. Curson, 
who lives on East First street, another 
brother-in-law, also gave it as his opin- 
ion that the unfortunate woman was 
incompetent, as did also Dr. T. L. 
Shaffner, a brother of the husband. 

FATHER AGAINST DAUGHTER. 

Mrs. Shaffner is owner of consider- 
able property in this city—a gift to her 
from her father, S. W. Little, a wealthy 
man whose home is on Grand avenue. 
Her most valuable holding is situated 
at Nos. 222-224 East Fourth street, in 
which she has an undivided half in- 
terest, the other half belonging to Wil- 
— H. Avery. a man of means and 
partner with Little in various business 
enterprises. 

This property returns a rental of $50 
@ month, the half of it being Mrs. 
Shaffner’s sole means of support. 

Little, the father, was on the stand 
yesterday over haif an hour. He is a 
pinched-up little body with a keen, 
discerning eye that beams out over a 
thin face that owes a full appearance 
to a sparse beard grey. gist of 
his testimony may be summed up in 
his own words: 

“T have always thought that Lulu 
acted more like a child than a woman.” 

“But.” asked C. B. Ladd, Esq., who, 
with Stephen M. White, Esq., looks 
after case, “didn't once tell me 
in my Office that she is sane and you 
have always considered her competent 
to tend her own affairs—far more so 
than her husband?” 

“T never had but one conversation 
with you,” replied Little, contemptu- 
ously, “and that so disgusted me that 
I never went back to you.” 

His answers to other important ques- 
tions elicited the tnformation that in 
hie old age his memory had become 
very poor. But he testified that he 
had never disowned his unfortunate 
daughter: that she should always have 
a home as long as he had one, to which 
she was always welcome that he con- 
tinvally gave her money, and always 
responded without a question when- 
ever she asked for cash, and that he 
gave her the property she holds to 
aseist her. 

At one juncture in his testimony, 
Little dramatically pointed his finger 
at Ladd, and stated that he thought 
the “habeas corpus” attorney was de- 
signing to get hold of her property. 
He also stated that his daughter never 
complal of her husband's cruelty 
until she fell under Ladd’s influence. 

The father named several specific 
actions that led him to think | his 
daughter mentally incompetent. One 
time she negotiated the sale of a lot 
of furniture at $40, which he used 
to release control of because he 
thought it worth four or five times 
as much. 

William H. Avery was the next wit- 
ness put forth by petitioner. Avery 
is Little’s business partner. He is 
exactly an opposite of LAttle—large, 
portly and full-faced, with a healthy, 
beef-red complexion and an exuberant 
joliity. He thought Mrs. Shaffner, 
whom he had casually known for four- 
teen years, was incompetent to man- 
age her business affairs. He didn’t call 
her insane—merely weak mentally.

WOMAN'S SIDE OF IT. 

Then began Mrs. Shaffner’s attempt 
to prove that she is mentally compe- 
tent to do business. She is a little 
woman, with black, friszly bangs, fore 
and aft. 

She is very bitter. 

“Oh, he’s a dirty dog,” she said yes- 
terday, speaking of her husband, 
whose cruelty she is confident she can 


prove.. 

She was dressed neatly in black silk 
skirt and spotiessiy white shirt waist. 

She believes she is the victim of a 
conspiracy to t her baek to matri- 
monial life with her husband. 

Her first witness was Attorney Ladd, 
who adjudged her competent in every 
way—business and otherwise. He based 
his opinion on a professional ac- 
quaintance of about six months, dur- 
ing which time he has met her almost 
daily. He said he had always found 
her “exact, accurate and discreet” in 
all of her business dealings. 

He related an effort made by Avery 
and Little to get her to deed to her 
father her half-interest in.the Fourth- 
street property in return for a $25 
monthly allowance during his lifettme, 
She refused, according to testimony, 
for strict business reasons. 

M. C. Hester, Eeq., of the firm of 
Mesers. Hester & Ladd, was the next 
witness. He thought Mrs. Shaffner a 
peculiar woman, but was always of 
the opinion that it was due to family 
worries and business troubles. To hls 
mind she was competent. 

Mrs. Jessie Ryerson, with whom Mrs. 
Shaffner has boarded during the past 
two months, was of the opinion that 
she was in every way competent to 
attend to her business, and scrupu- 
lously careful about her bills and her 
resources. 

Mrs. C. D. Warren, proprietress of 
a lodging-house at No. 320 California 
street, is Mrs. Shaffner’s landlady. 
Witness thought her perfectly ra- 
tional, and had never seen anything 
to indicate any lack of intelligence. 

Dr. John McCoy, who stated that 
be had had on to examine Mrs. 
Shaffner, testified that he had never 
seen, upon examination, anything to 
make him think her mentally incom- 

ent or disabled. Witness examined 


rs. Shaffner at her request. 
' Mrs. 8. W. Little, mother of Mrs. 


Shaffner, was the next witness. Mrs. 
Little knew nothing about her daugh- 
ter’s business affairs. Her household 
affairs, howevern were always con- 
ducted very nicely—‘“to the best of her 
strength and ability.” She has al- 
ways been quiet, in poor health, and 
weak. The only reason why Mrs. 
Shaffner wouldn't stay in the mother’s 
home, was because she preferred to be 
elsewhere. Otherwise, the mother 
knew nothing relevant about her child. 
MRS. SHAFFNER TESTIFIES. 

The next witness was Mrs. Shaffner 
herself. She stated her age as 3. She 
said she had had frequent difficulties 
with Dr. Shaffner and wife, both of 
whom were unfriendly toward her. 
She also stated that it was through 
her influence that her husband was 
meade foreman of the Little ranch at 
Del Rosa in San Bernardino county, 
where they lived until last March. On 
the ranch, she said, she was very lone- 
some, and compeiled to do housework 
heavier than she could bear. 

During her testimony the father sat 
in the courtroom with his back to his 
ee never deigning to look at 

er. 

Mrs. Shaffner related at length the 
troubles of her married and family life. 
Once her husband, she said, bit her on 
the arm; another time on the cheek. 
He often shook her. She couldn't live 
with her father at home because of a 
jealous sister; she wasn't happy. For 
a long time past her health has been 
poor because of anxiety and unhappi- 
ness 


“I can never be happy or well with- 
out my little boy,” was part of her pa- 
thetic testimony. 

As showing her business acumen, she 
said that having an income now of $15 
_& month, she had figured out a mode of 
living on 10 cents a meal. 

She said her father always objected 
to her getting a divorce. She 
having ever squandered any money, or 
ever tried to sell her property. 

Witness stated that she didn’t like 
Dr. Thompson because he attempted 
undue liberties with her in trying to 

her once, and because he was un- 
kind to her sister. 

During all of her testimony Mrs. 
Shaffner spoke in -a low monotone, 
looked appealingly. toward her father 
and husband, a twice was on the 
verge of tears. 

But she was very eager to state that 
her father had always been kind and 
affectionate toward her. 

At the conclusion of her testimony 
the Sept was submitted without argu- 
ment. 

Judge Shaw denied the petition to 
appoint a guardian for her. 

“I don’t think,” said the court, “that 
she is of unsound mind—at least the 
showing is insufficient. It is true that 
she has property and that she may be 
cheated out of it. But ff the court un- 
dertook to appoint guardians for every 
such person, its business would be 
greatly increased.” 

Mrs. Shaffner was celighted. She 
will now proceed with her habeas cor- 
pus proceedings te get the custody of 
her little son.

VALUABLE SLIPPER LOST.

Capt. Myers, who 
was reported killed and later only 
wounded at Peking, is the grand- 
nephew of Capt. Levi Twigs, who was 
also a marine officer, but was killed 
while leading a detachment of the corps 
in the charge on Chapultepec.” 
The United States Marine Corps con- 
sists of 6000 enlisted men and 239 of- 
ficers. That is the quota, but there 
are only about 5200 men in the service 
now, and there are fifteen vacancies 
in the corps of officers to be filled.

CUSTODY OF CHILDREN. 

Vv. H. J. writes: A year ago I left 
California with my family for Canada, 
hoping to better myeelf. So far, how- 
ever, from doing so, I could get no 
permanent employment at all, so in 
May came back to’ California, leaving 
my wife and four children in Canada, 
with the understanding that they were 
to come when I had a home ready. 
Owing to our unfortunate speculation 
in going from here my wife and I had 
a disagreement. Like most such cases, 
I presume, there was fault on both 
sides; but now that I am ready for 
them to come my wife refuses to do so, 
preferring to stay in Canada. That 
being so, I want two of the children. 
Their ages cre 16, 11, 9 and 7 years, re- 
spectively. The two eldest are girls, 
the two youngest boys. As their mother 
will not come, they wish to stay with 
her, but I want one girl of 11 and one 
boy of 9 to come to me. Now, ae I 
am altogether opposed to this separa- 
tion, I want to know if, as their father, 
I am not legally entitied to claim 
them and compe! them to come to me., 
Their mother has been maintaining 
them for some months, with a littie 
help from me, the understanding being, 
when I left, that I was to save all 
my earnings to get a home together. I 
have been doing 60, and am now nearly 
ready for them all to come: but as my 
wife refuses, I want to claim and ob- 
tain these two children. *The case with 
them stands like this: The children 
would come gladly enough if their 
mother would come, and, on the other

Answer: While #t ts a settied legal rule 
that a father is the natural guardian 
of his children, yet courts will always 
exercise a large 4 on in awarding 
the custody of chil@ren to him or the 
mother, according as it is judged best 
for the children’s welfare. The only 
means for obtcining the custody of 
your children is by @ habeas corpus pro- 
ceeding and In euch a proceeding, un- 
der the circumstances indicated, the 
court in Canada would in all probability 
refuse your application. There is no 
case of desertion involved in the mat- 
ter, and you could not successfully ap- 
ply for a divorce if you wished to. On 
your own statement it seems evident 
that whenever she is convinced that 
you are in ® situation properly to take 
care of her and the children, your wife 
rejoin you as she went 
with you to Canada. But she is not 
willing to let go of her of a cer- 
tainty whereby she has able to 
provide for the children for the uncer- 
tainty of your new foothold. And the 
court would be likely to sustain her in 
that decision and ollow her to keep the 
children. The fact that the children 
are so stronaty attached to her ts proof 
sufficient that she is a good mother: as 
also their love to you is creditable to 
yourself.

FISH IN HOT SPRINGS. 
ARE RED IN COLOR AND LIVE ON 
RED MOSS. | 

{Denver Post:] The existence of a 
strange red fish which inhabits the 
babbling depths of Tumaco . Hot 
Springs, in Montesuma county, was 
brought to the attention of the State 
Fish Commission today. 

In a long and interesting letter Juan 
Cerrara, a Mexican ranchman of that 
extreme southwestern section of the 
State, tells of the curious fish and the 
hot spring in which it lives, and asks 
the Fish Commissioner questions about 
its species. The questions have caused 
an unusual scratchng of heads and 
wrinkling of brows on the second floor 
of the State House. 

Down near the Mancos River, which 
winds its way southward within sight 
of the bold White Pillar Mountains, 
and many miles from any collection of 
habitations which men call a town, 
Tumaco Spring boils and gurgies in 
peaceful solitude. Near the bottom of 
a shallow cafion whose sloping sides 
are carpeted with short green grass, 
there is a natural bowl of reddish sand- 
stone a dozen yards in circumference. 

It is almost perfectly round, and its 
edges are smooth and polished by the 
washing of the water during ages past. 
Within a few inches of the brim it is 
filled with moving water, hot nearly 
unto boiling, and of surprising clear- 
ness. 

The depth of this natural cup has 
never been ascertained. Cerrara writes 
with frank wonder of its unfathomable 
depths. He had hopefully piaced a 
piece of lead on the end of a ball of 
twine and cast it into the transparent

LOUD PHONOGRAPH. 


A MACHINZ THAT CAN BE HEARD 
TWELVE MILES AWAY. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

N YORK, Aug. 11.—Among the 
jate inventions is a loud-speaking pho- 
nograph, which to all appearance, is 
merely an ordinary phonograph, with 
a wide, four-feet long trumpet.
